Washington, D. Oets 16.—[Spe- 
cial.]J—Ignoring for the present the 
allegations of fraud in connection 
wit the leasing of the Salt Creek oil 
fields to Harry F. Sinclair by Albert 
FP. Fall, then secretary of the interior, 
Attorney. General Sargent,in an opin- 
ion supplied to Roy O. West, secretary 
of the interior, today decided the con- 
tract of Dec. 20, 1922, between the 
United States government and the Sin- 
clair Crude Gi 
for the sale of the government’s roy- 
alty .oil-in. the Salt Creek field, “was 
invalid. 

Mr. Sargent based his decision on 
two circumstances: First, that the 
contract was not let in a manner re- 
quired by law, and, second, that the 
secretary of the interior did not have 


legal power to sign a contract con- | 


taining an option provision in favor of 
the Sinclair Oil Purchasing company. 
May Develop Another Scandal. 
The decision sets aside the deal by 
which Fall turned over to the Sinclair 
company a contract which is reported 
to have made the latter millions: of 
jdollars. This action, it is explained, 
| will be followed by a sweeping investi-. 
gation of the contract which oil men 
have charged will involve grave irreg- 
ularities with the possibility it may de- 
velop another Teapot Dome scandal. 
The Salt Creek fields adjoin the 
Teapot Dome in Wyoming, and are 
among the most productive oil re-

LOOHOLISM under prohibition ts 
somewhat different from this

Avers Too Many Mothers 


Die in America. 


Mothers, if the baby is born in May, 


the baby has the best chance 
live. Wave it after you are 20 and 


before you are 30 and you have the 


best odds with you to survive. 
The farmer’s wife, away from mod- 


ern medical devices, strangely enough, 


is safer in childbirth than the -city 
mother. The west coast of America 


has fewer infant deaths than the east 


and the south. 
This—and more—concerning the 


American baby and the American 


‘mother was revealed yesterday before 


the American Public Health associa- 
tion, in annual convention at the 
Stevens hotel. Results of a study of 
years made by Dr. Julius Levy, di- 
rector of child hygiene in Newark, 
N. J., and a recognized authority on the 
subject, were given by Dr. Levy to 
some 3,000 public health administra- 
tors, workers and nurses, attendine 
the convention. 


Dr. Levy also made the assertion— 
and it flabbergasted not a few of his 
listeners—that the United States loses 


more mothers in childbirth than any — 


other large nation of the world. Un- 
til recently, Dr. Levy said, Chile had 
a worse record, but Chile has re- 
formed, leaving our country to bear 
the ignominy alone. 

Every time a thousand children are 
born in the United States seven moth- 
ers die. Following is a comparative 
list of leading nations, applying to the 
years 1920 to 1924, and showing how 
many mothers die in each 1,000 births: 


United States...... 6.7\England ........ 40° 
Seotland .......... G.3\ Japan 
Switzerland 5.4 Finland 33 
Australia .........5.0' Netherlands ........2%.4

In an interview, after he read his 
paper and quoted this table, Dr. Levy 
was asked why America had such a 
shocking record. Was it that Ameri- 
can womgn are more highly developed, 
and delicate, and that European 
women are more sturdy? 


“Frankly,” replied Dr. Levy, “we . 


don’t know. Women must pay more 
attention to their health before their 
babies are born, and they must have 
regular medical examinations and at- 


-tention.” 


As to the safest time of woman’s 


life in which she shall bear children, / 


the figures show, said Dr. Levy, that 
between the ages of 16 and 19 Six out 


‘of a thousand women die ir child- 


birth; between 20 and 29, there are five 
deaths; between 30 and 39 the death 
toll is eight per thousand, and between 


40 and 49 the death rate is twelve. 


As between farm and city, the fig- 
ures prove that twice as many city 
mothers die as do the wives of farmers. 
One-half of all the babies who die in

The plan of picking apples at least 
twice is recommended by Iowa horti- 
culturists as .a means of getting a big 
crop. H. H. Plagge of the Ames sta- 
tion says apples continue to grow even 
after they are ripe enough to pick. 
So he advises picking the largest 


apples first, leaving the smaller ones 
on the trees a couple of weeks. That

An apple 
with brown seed-may not be ripe, be- 
cause in some varieties, according to 
Plagge, the seeds turn brown a month 
before the fruit is ripe. Taste also is 
a useless method, he finds, because by 
the time an apple tastes good it is 
past the picking time and will not 
keep well. 

If the apples are not sold soon after 
they are packed, store the good ones 
and use the others as soon as possible. 

Apples with bruises, insect stings, 
ibroken skins and punctures spoil 
quickly and can often be profitably 
made into sweet cider. 

Those who do not how to 
make and preserve sweet apple cider 
should write to the federal department 
of agriculture, Washington, D. C., for
